FORTY-FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


SATURDAY, Jan. 24, 1874. 


The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

The only report from Standing 
Committees was submitted by Mr. 
Avera, from the Committee on En- 
rolled Bills. 

Bills, Resolutions and Petitions. 

By Hyman, col., a petition from 
citizens of Warren county, asking 
that the time of holding the Superior 
Court in said county be changed. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Johnson, two petitions 
from citizens of Beaufort county in 
relation to a prohibitory liquor law. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Merrimon, a'petition from 
citizens of Madison county in rela- 
tion to a prohibitory liquor law. Re- 
ferred. 

By Mr. Chamberlaine, a bill to 
amend the charter of Edenton, 
Chowan county. Referred. 

By Mr. Waring, a resolution which 
reads : 

Resolved, by the Senate’ the 
House of Representatives concurring, 
that our Senators be instructed and 
our Represeytatives in Congress be 
requested to use their best efforts to 

rocure the passage of a law’ by 
‘ongress fixing a unifofm rate of in- 
terest for the loan or forbearance of 
moneyjin every State and ‘Territory 
in this country, with such penalties 
- will ensure the observance of the 
uw. 


Motions. 


On motion of Mr. Price, the bill in 
relation to the election of Judges 
Was postponed till Tuesday next> at 
l2o0’clocK and made the special or- 
der tor that hour. 

Ruies Suspended, 


On motion of Mr. Norwood, the 
rules were suspended and the bill to 
legalize the appointment of a special 
term of the Superior Court for Wake 
county, to commence on the 27th 
inst., Was taken up, passed its read- 
ings, engrossed and sent to the 
House. 

Special “Order. 

At 12 o’clock the Usury Bill was 
taken up as the Special Order. 

‘The motion of Mr. Alien to recon- 
sider the vote on the amendment of 
Mr. Norwood, which passed a few 
days ago by a vote of yeas 33, nays 
12, prevailed, anda lengthy discus- 
sion ensued on the adoption of the 
amendment, which reads: That any 
wilful violations of this act by any 
bank or other corporation shall work 
a forfeitture of itscharter. 

Mr. Waring opposed the amend- 
ment because he thought it would 
discriminate in favor of National 
banks and against our State corpo- 
rations. 

Mr. Flemming delivered an able 
and elaborate argument in opposi- 
tion to the amendment. 

The discussion was continued by 
Messrs. Norwood, Humphrey, Avery 
and Harriss. 

The previous question was called 
by Mr, Humphrey, and yeas and 
nays demanded by Mr. Norwood. 
The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Cowles offered an amendment 
as a substitute for the bill, which pro- 
vides for the restriction of the note of 
interest to 8 per cent., and any viola- 
tion shall yoid the contract. 

Pending the discussion on the 
amendment, in which several hours 
were occupied in the discussion of 
Parliamentary rules, &c., Mr. Hum- 
phrey called the previous question on 
the passage of the bill. 

Messrs. Worth, Avera and Todd at- 
tempted to get in amendments to the 
bill. 

Another long discussion in regard 
to Parliamentary rules ensued, and 
tinally the vote was taken on the bill 
which resulted in the adoption by a 
large majority. 

At 3} o’clock the Senute adjourned.

THE PETITION oF HON. JOSIAH 
TURNER, JR.—RESOLUTION IM- 
PEACHING JUDGE WATTs.— Yester- 
terlay morning in the House of 
Representatives Mr. Bennett, of An- 
son, presented a petition from Hon. 
Josiah Turner, Jr., praying thatthe 
General Assembly take notice of the 


Judiciary of the State has fallen, and 

to remedy the evil. In alluding to 

Judge Watts, the petition recites: 
‘*But it is to the moral and judicial 


depravity of the Judge of the sixth | 


judicial district that your petitioner 
would call the attention of your 
honorable body. 

Your petitioner charges that Judge 
Watts administers justice in a loose 
and disgraceful manner. About the 
year 1869, when the Rings and Rail- 
road Presidents were robbing the 
State of $16,000,000, the grand jury of 
Wake county,on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day of the second week of the term, 
made a presentment of Gen. Littl 
field and others for lobbying and cor- 
rupting the General Assembly. The 
Judge adjourned the court for the 
term in three minutes after the pre- 
sentment and before the Solicitor 
could draw a bill. 

At Northampton court when a 
felon was convicted, he granted a new 
trial, and on the trial, when the case 
was about to be put tothe jury, the 
Judge sent a note by the Sheriff, 
written on the bench, telling the 
counsel for the defendant what points 
to make, and instructing him to 
43 — them and you willget Cox,”’ 
who was the Solicitor prosecuting. 

Your petitioner refrains from men- 
tioning the junketings of the Judge 
in this city andelsewhere. If it is desi- 
rous for your honorable body to know 
of them, he refers you to Quent. Bry- 
an and others in this city, who can 
give the disgraceful particulars. 


In June last at Weldon, in Halifax 
county, his Honor, Judge Watts, 
brought scandal and disgrace upon 
the Judiciary by drunkness, which 
was continued on the cars to the 
great disgust of passengers and the 
public. 

Your petitioner forbears, and de- 
cency forbids that he should here re- 
peat a toast given by Judge Watts in 
the presence of gentlemen from three 
States, in his drunken debauch in 
Weldon. Suffice it to say, the toast 
was insulting alike to the flag and 
eagle of his country, and disgraceful 
to the Judiciary, but if these things 
can be pardoned and overlooked by 
your honorable body, your petitioner 
says and charges that the said Judge, 
Samuel W. Watts, has taken a bribe. 

Your petitioner charges that he has 
a letter in his posession from ‘‘Hon.”’ 
John T. Deweese, former member of 
Congress from this district, in which 
the writer says that he ‘‘bargained’’ 
with Judge Watts that if he would 

rant an injunction in a certain 

lackmailing suit, Known as_ the 
“Keogh suit,’’ that he, Deweese, 
would pay him $5,000 in greenbacks 
or in bonds, and that he paid him in 
bonds. 

For facts to corroborate and sustain 
John T. Deweese, your petitioner re- 
fers your honorable body to the sworn 
evidence of Timothy F. Lee, Sheriff 
of Wake, who received the bonds as 
his agent and undertook to sell them 
in New York for Judge Watts, and 
the Judge says, did actually sell them 
as he believes.”’ 

The petition, after being read, was 
referred, on motion of Mr. Bennett, 
to the Judiciary Committee. 


After the expiration of the morning 
hour Mr. Bennett introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution for the impeach- 
ment of Judge Watts, based upon the 
petition, which was also referred to 
the Judiciary Committee : 


Resolved, That Samuel W. Watts, 
Judge of the Sixth Judicial District 
of North Carolina, be impeached for 
drunkenness, bribe-taking, scandal- 
ous conduct, high crimes and misde- 
meanors in office. 

In introducing the resolution, Mr. 
Bennet said that the charges against 
Judge Watts had been rung over the 
whole State for some time, and it was 
due to the dignity of the State and all 
concerned that their truth or falsity 
should be established, and proper ac- 
tion had in the matter. —

By the repeal of the salary bill, 
which became a law by the signature 


3 of the President, on Wednesday, only 


the salaries of members of the Cabi- 
net, members of Congress and Clerks 
of Congress and of the Executive 
Department are diminished. The 
salary of the President and of the 
several Justices of the Supreme Court 
cannot be touched, under the Consti- 
tution, during this term. 


THERE was an interesting and an- 
imated discussion in the State Sen- 
ate Friday upon the bill introduced 
by Senator Price, which provides for 
the election, on the first Thursday of 
August next, of two Justices of the 
Supreme Court to fill vacancies oc- 
curring by the resignations of Judge 
Dick and SErrLe,and also of two 
Judges of the Superior Court to sup- 
ply vacancies created by the resigna- 
tion of Judge E. W. Jones and the 
non-acceptance of Mr. D. H. STar- 
BUCK, who was elected in. 1868, but 
refused to qualify. The bill had a 
favorable report from the Judiciary 
(Committee of the Senate, Messrs. 
SEYMOUR and GRANDY dissenting. 

The question involved is the con- 
struction of section 31, article four of 
the Constitution, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

‘All vacancies oceurring in the of- 
fices provided for by this Article of 
the Constitution, shall be filled by 
appointment of the Governor, un- 
less otherwise provided for, and the 
gress shail hold ther places un- 
til the next regular election.”’ 

The discussion was upon the mean- 
ing ef the words ‘‘regular election’’ 
as hereim used. 

flowever the matter may be con- 
sidered, itdoes seem that there should 
be little doubt of the meaning of this 
section. Whether reference is had to 
the spirit of the Constitution or to its 
letter, the obvious meaning of the 
section would seem to us tobe in 
fuvor of those who hold the opinion 
that these vacancies are to be filled in 
August next. 

Prior to the adoption of the pres- 
ent Constitution, as our readers re- 
member, the Judges of the Sup.eme 
and Superior Courts of the State 
were chosen by the General Assem- 
bly. By the terms of thatinstrument 
a change was made and our Judges 
ure now elected by the people of the 
State, or, as to those of the Superior 

‘ourts, by the people of their 
districts in which they respective- 
ly reside. The Constitution was 
ratified by the people in April, 1868, 
and that ratification was an endorse- 
ment by them of the change of 


method in the selection of their judi-. 


cial officers. It wasa decided expres- 
sion of their determination to restore 
to themselves the power theretofore 
confided to the Legislature. This 
being true, the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion would require, in case of vacancy 
in these offices, that the will of the 
people should be sought at the earliest 
possible opportunity which is offered 
—a requirement 
would not be met if the appointment 
of the Governor were allowed the 
effect of projecting the tenure of his 
appointee beyond an election in which 
all the people of the State participa- 
ted. The people have decided that 
they will make choice of their judi- 
cial officers. It is a negation of their 
will to permit an appointment by 
the Governor to have foree and vali- 
dity after an opportunity for the ex- 
pression has offered. So that if the 
spirit of the Constitution is to be 
considered, the vacancies here- 
inbefore mentioned ought to be filled 
by election in August. 

What then is the meaning of the 
words, a “regular election,’ as used 
in this article, if only the letter of the 
Constitution is to have consideration?

Under our former Constitution, 
framed by our intelligent, fair-mind- 
-ed and patriotic ancestors in 1776, 
and but slightly amended in 1835, we 
continued to flourish and prosper 
until the late internecine war. The 
power of electing officers and espe- 
cially Judges, was left to the Legis- 
lature, the people’s representatives. 
Our Governors were elected by the 
Legislature and had very little power. 
The usurpations and despotic actions 
of the old Colonial Governors had 
taught our fathers to guard against 
the one man’s dictation, and retain 
the exercise of authority in the hands 
of the people or their representatives 
then annually chosen. Old Mr. 
Hooper, when questioned by his con- 
stituents, on his return from Halifax, 
as to what power had been conferred 
upon the Governor, replied: ‘he had 
power to receipt for his salary.’’ But 
now under this Republican Con- 
stitution; the question may be per- 
tinently asked, what power has he 
not actually got by direct terms and 
false and usurped claims—yea, It mav 
now be pungently asked what power 
is now left to the people’s representa- 
tives ? -Those onceexercised by them 
are transferred to the Governor, and 
there is nothing left—yea, there is 
one power left, and that imposed 
in the strongest terms, that is 
tax the people—tax everything 
in order that offices may be multi- 
plied and officials riot in luxury and 
extravagance. But [ will confine 
myself more closely to the particular 

uestion now under consideration. 
The Judiciary department of a Re- 
publican government is certainly the 
most important, for upon it chiefly 
rest the conservation of the interests 
and welfare of the whole people, and 
the due administration of all the 
other departments of the government. 
Without an honest and faithful and 
intelligent Judiciary, Republican lib- 
erty cannot be ‘maintained. Judge 
Story has written 3 Vols. Commen- 
taries on the Constitution, chap. 385, 
‘where there is no Judicial de- 
partments to interpret, pronounce 
and execute the law, to decide contro- 
versies and to enforce rights, the gov- 
ernment must either perish by its 
own imbecility or the other depart- 
ments must usurp powers for the 
purpose of commanding obedience to 
the destruction of liberty. The will 
of those who govern will become, un- 
der such circumstances, absolute and 
despotic, and it is wholly immaterial 
whether power is vested in a single 
tyrant orin an assembly of tyrants. 
li that government can be truly said 
to be despotic and intolerablein which 
the law is vague and uncertain, it can- 
not but be rendered still more oppres- 
sive and more mischievous when the 
actual administration of justice is de- 
pendant upon the caprice or favor, 
upon the will of others or the influ- 
ence of popularity.”’ 

The Judges of England had before 
the days of George the 3d been de- 
pendents upon the crown, and it was 
recognized as a proud day in the his 
tory of that great nation which re- 
cords the speech of that King volun - 
tarily and without previous notice 
or demand, delivered in the House of 
Lords to the twoHouses of parliaments 
to secure the independency of the 
Judges, extending their Commissions 
during good behaviour, and absolute- 
ly securing their salaries during 
the continuence of their Commis- 
sions; (see Millers continuation of 
Hume and Smolett, history of Eng- 
land vol. 4, chapter 1, March 1761.) 

[mn our monarchy however, how 
stands the case? Is it proposed to 
contribute to their independency or 
sO usé¢ power as to create a subservi- 
ency to the one political head? All 
look to the one man’s power and dis- 
regard the people, their wishes, and 
totally ignore them and their opin- 
ions. 

Seventeen judges are to be ap- 
pointed to office tor aterm of eight 
years. The gracious favour is con- 
ferred upon the people once to vote for 
these judgesin eight years. After 
that, they, and their representatives, 
are to be disregarded ; and not even 
their representatives, one hundred 
and seventy in number, are to becon- 
sulted. In asingle case, it is partialiy 
a imitted, the Governor must advise, 
(though their advice may be set at 
deficience, as was most contemptous- 
ly shown in the appointments to the 
directory of the State institutions, ) 
with the Senate ; and that a case that 
can but rarely occur. The case of a 
party dying before qualification, or 
declining to accept the office, it is 
insisted, is the only case in which the 
Governor must send into the Senate 
his nominations. Butin these cases, 
where it is certain that many vacan- 
cies must take place, he alone ap- 
points and commissions. It is cer- 
tain, where there are seventeen ap- 
pointees, to hold for eight years, there 
will be frequent vacancies occurring 
from death, removals or resignations. 

By the construction claimed by the 
monarchist, it isevident that the pre- 
tended election of judges by the peo- 
ple is a traud, for the Governor hag 
the power of his own motion, with- 
out interference from any source, to 
make as many and perhaps more ap- 
pointments than the people. Al-

Can any onedoubt upon reading the 
Constitution, what is the true mean - 
ing of the words, until next general 
eiection.

sense, to have understood 
what they have said, and Judge 
Cooley, in his able work on Consti- 
tutional limitations in treating upon 
the proper construction to be placed 
upon constitutions, holds this forcible 
but apposite language : ‘‘narrow and 
technical reasoning are misplaced 
when. it is brought to bear upon an 
instrument formed by the people 
themselves for themselves—and de- 
signed asa chart upon which every 
man, learned and unlearned, may be 
able to trace the leading principles of 
Governments.’”’ Chap. 4, page 89. 

And again Judge Story, in his Com- 
mentaries on the Constitution of the 
United States, vol. 1, s. 481, says: In 
the first place, then, every word em- 
ployed in the Constitution 1s to be 
expounded in its plain, obvious and 
common sense, unless the context 
furnish some ground to construe, 
qualify or enlarge it. Constitutions 
are not designed for metaphysical or 
logical subtleties, for niceties of ex- 
pression, for critical propriety, for 
elaborate shades of meaning, or for 
exercise of philosophical accuteness 
or judicial research. hey are instru- 
ments of a practical nature, founded 
on common bussiness of human life, 
adapted to common wants, designed 
for common use and fitted for com- 
mon understandings. The people. 
make them, the people adopt them. | 
The people must be suppossd to read 
them with the help of common sense 
and cannot be presumed to admit in 
them any recondite meaning or ex- 
traordinary gloss. | 

If we read the Constitution accord- 
ing to these lights andjrules, common 
sense will be at no lossto know what 
is mant by the next regular election. 

When popular elections are regular- 
ly held on the first Thursday in 
August, no one would suppose that 
elections of eight years intervals were 
mant, and that more certainly, when | 
this language is intended to qualify 
the same idea previously and clearly 
expressed. 

Commissions issu€éd to such ap- 
pointees, should limit the term only 
until the next election thereafter, and 
if otherwise issued for a longer period, 
would be void for want of power in 
the Governor to issue them. The 
Governor’s power is derived 
from the Constitution ; if he ignorant- 
ly exceeds it, it is void, as to the ex- 
cess. We have therefore, several gen- 
tlemen now In this State exercising 


authority. Men assuming high 

owers, and lording it over other fel- 
ow citizens without constitutional 
authority. Itis the solemn duty of 
this Legislature to correct this evil, 
and not to countenance the exercise 
of such high powers by men, who, in 
the language of the law, are usurpers. 

But again, there is.another phase 
ot judicial appointments to which I 
desire briefly to allude,’and that is 
where the office has never been filled, 
which is not embraced within the 
scope of the word vacancy. I believe 
such is the viev generally taken. 


It is very clear that there is no ex- 
press provision for such a contingen- 
cy. It seems never to have occurred 
tothe framers of our Constitution 
that any one elected to a judicial 
office would either die before qualifi- 
cation or decline to qualify after 
being elected. It may be they made 
no provision for such cases, for the 
same, reason that the great Ahenian 
Law-giver gave for notinserting in 
his code penalties for the crimes of 
sacrilige and paracide, to wit: that he 
did not think crimes of such magni- 
tude could ever be committed. Our 
Solons may have thought it impossi- 
ble that men elected to a judicial 
office could ever’ think of 
dying or declining acceptance. 
Still we are told that section 10, arti- 
cle 3, covers the case. That isa most 
remarkable article. After offices 
been created in great number, in 
every part of the Constitution, and 
the powers of the Governor every- 
where written, these Solons fearing 
that they had not secured to the One- 
Man-power enough, and distrusting 
their own work, constructed section 
10 as an omnificient clause which 
should cure all defevts and supply 
any anticipated deficiencies. A kind 
of secondary clause in the Constitu-— 
tion into which all powers should 
fall to the Governor, not otherwise 
provided for, 

It reads thus: 

Src. 10. The Governor shall nomi- 
nate and by and with the consent of 
a majority of the Senators elect, ap- 
point all officers whose offices are es- 
tablished by this Constitution, or 
which shall be created by law, and 
whose appointments are not other- 
wis provided for, and no such officer | 


shall be appointed or elected by the 
General Assembly. 


A single case has occurred since 
the adoption of the Constitution in 
which a person elected to a judicial 
office by the people refused to acce pt 
it, impossible as it may have ap- 
peared to our Solons. 
The place has been filled by the 
Governor, but is it possible that he 
claimed to appoint the present in- 
cumbent under said section. We 
know that he claimed to be an infal- 


tionists. And yet in filling an ap- 
pointment to a high office he is bold 
enough toasstime the whole respon- 
sibility on his own’ broad shoulders 
in utter disregard of the plain and 
most explicit terms in which the line 
and limit of his power is prescribed. 
The Governor shall nominate, yet he 
makes no nominations. By and 
with the advice and consent of a ma- 
jority of the Senators elect he shall 
appoint, yet he appoints without the 
advice or consent of any body what- 
soever. Such an appointment is null 
and void. Mark, sir, this section 
dves not authorize the appointment 
to office in the cases prescribed un- 
less the Senate shall consent. The 
action of this body is as essential as 
the nomination of the Governor and 
the advice and consent on conditions 
precedent. If such a contingency 
should occur in the recess of the 
Senate,that body should be convened, 
as the council of State was under the 
former law under the old Constitu- 
tion, if the Legislature failed to elect 
a Senator for a new term no Govern- 
or ever claimed the right to make 
even a temporary appointment who 
should hold until the next session of 
the General Assembly.

This is combined with Lime, and is of animal origin, and readily assimi- 
lable by plants. It contains potential ammonia and nitric acid, having a combined 
Nitrogen value equal to irom 2 to8 per cent. of ammonia, with the alkalies Potash and 
Soda, and valuable proportions of Sulphate of Lirae. The whole forming avery desirable 
combination for all crops, and when applied to land, the crop receiving proper tillage, 
must, in my opinion, give as good results as any guano offered to the farmer.
